comp—France. 

“France is the country perhaps 
most menaced in the world, 

“From the outside, she is menaced 
by an cnarmaus power, more fearful 
than uny in Suropean power in 
history, including Hitler’s Reich. 
This power is more fearful because, 
in addition to ils own strength, it 
has groups of supporters Inside our 
country. 

General de Gaulle said that Franco- 
American co-operation through 
the Marshall plan for nid to Europe 
should ve viewed as na common de- 
fence ugninst 1 common menace,
